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Draining Mexico's Great Lake.
And now the last great lake of the
valley of Mexico, owing to the de.
mands of civilization, is to disappenar
forever. The federal wovernment of
the republic to the souia has agreed
to davote 1,000,0008 gold for drainage
of Lake Texcoco and the converting of
Its bed, now lmpregnated with alkali,
into fertile market gardens that are to
be sold to the poor in small tracts,
The work that is now under way
of a most charaoter, the re-
moval of the shallow waters that
cover un ares of over eleven square
miles is io itsell & rather easy feat.
But the vivers that feed the lake are
to be run through new chanpoels aod
the bed of the lnke is to be washed.
The washing of the alkaline salts from
the suil will require a period of nearly
two years, and oo this work the great
er part of tue money will be spent.
Mexico City was founded in 1325,
the first house being built on piles out
in what was then Texcocolake. From
the first, up w about fifteen years awvo
it has suffered from floods, and long
betore the Spuniards came the Aztecs
cut & drainage cunal. The conguerors
improved the work, but it was only
when President Porfirio Diaz bad a
tunnel driven throngh the mountains
to the northeast of the towo that the
overflow of Lthe streets was stopped.
Years ago, before Benito Juarez pro
hibited religious processions, it was
the custom when the waters rose, to
carry the statue of the Viegin from
the litle chureh of Los Remedios,
through the city streets. Whether it
was 4 coincldent or not, it is a matter
of history that the floods subsided after
the devotional exercises
When Hernado Cortez, with his
little band of adventurers from Spain
arvived for “he first time in Tenochit-
lan, as Mexico wus then called, he
found a eiry of 300,000 inhabitants out
in the lake reached by two giant
causewnys., The city was jutersected
Ly oumerons canals and moest properly
c¢ulled *“I'he Venice of the Aztees."

ing year tne Spaniards made their
escupe nlong what is oow konown as
Hombres lostres avenue. lu is re-

corded that the Aztees sttacked the
Lund of lugitives in canoes all along
their line of retreat. They paddled
over what is now the Alameda Park
and the well-built streets to the porth
of the avenue, In front of where the
Hipolito ¢hureh pow stands & canal
ntersected the causeway, the bridge
had been destroyed. 1'edro Alvarado,
who commanded the rear guard of the
Christians, was left behind, The In-
dinos eried that now the death of their
kinsmen would be avenged. But the
brave little koight ran forward, plac-
vd the end of his spear in the bottom
of the ditch and vaulted 1o safety,
And even to this day the street bears
the name of the Bridge of Alvarado.

Cortez and what was lelt of his men
took refuge in the land of the friendly
Tiaxcala Indians, but after receiving
reinforcements from Spain returned
and retook the eity. Sails and cord.
age were brought from Vera Cruz,
ships of war were built and Tenochit-
lan was attacked from ull sides. The
conguerors leveled the houses and fill-
od in the canals as they advanced.
I'he giant pyramid made of dirt and
stone, the Aztec holy temple, wvas ab.
literated.

The Spanisrds rebuilt the city on a
new plan und then commaenced Lo light
back the waters of Lake Texcoco.
However, in 1810, when the Mexicans

commenced their war for mdipen-
dence, much of the waters remained
us well as all of Luke Chaléo and
Xochimileo.

Nochimileo (Hower garden) lay some
lifteen miles to the south of the ecapital
almost  uniting with Lake Chaleo.
Eiven before the conguest the natives
suffered from lack of land and on the
bosom of Lake XNocuimileo gardens
were llooded, The lodians made muts
of rusbes, piled silt from the bottom of
the lakes upon them und raised Nowers
which bave always been in demand

Lake Chaleo was partly obliterated
o like manner. Buot several years
ago lolgo Noriega, n wealthy Spaniard,
purchased the old lake bed., He went
to Kurope, organized a compnny with
a capital of L,500,0008 and drained all
of the land, and now the old lake
one of the richest haclendas in
Republic of Mexico.

All thay now remains of the chaio of
lakes is Lake Texcoco, and its western
borders are nearly three miles from
the City of Mexico. About 1ts shores
lie alkali fluts that, during the dry
senson, furnish the eapital with great
¢louds of most unweleome dust.  This
is not only a nuisance but a menace Lo
the public health.

Fngineer lgoucio de la Barra, broth-
er of the former president of the ¢oun.
try, while head of the department of
public works, inaugurated the plan of
protecting the city from dust storms
by* planting thousands of trees in the
surrounding country.

But Lake Texcoto menaces the city
in apother way. [1s bed is rising, and
if this is allowed to continue Mexico
will be again Hooded. Now the wa-
ters only average a depth of three
feet and the bottow is rising an inch a
year.—Phoenix Gnazette,
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New Smelter to be
Built at Globe.

Positive coufirmation of the report,

Record on June 20, that an immense
smelting plant will be built in Globe

distriet within the next few months
was obtained last nignt. From an
authoritive source it was learned that
plans for the new smelting plant are
nearly complete nod that the work of
actual constroction may be expected
to begin within a comparntively short
time. T'he smelter will be built in the
vicionity of Bureh station, less  than
five miles from the heact of the eity.
The new smelter which isto be built
by the International Smelting & Re-
fining company, will ong of the
largest wnd most completely eqguipped
plants in the southwest, [t will com-
pare favorably with the great smelters
of the Copper Queen and C. & A,
nt Douglas and will he fitted
throughout with the Jutest of modern

The smelter will approximately
three times the size of that of the Old
Dominion company here.
